(Necessary further subdivisions should 
carry instructive short headings)

Manuscripts should be typed double-spaced, on 
one side of letter-size, white bond paper with a 
wide margin on one side. Form and content 
should be carefully checked before submittance 
to exclude the need for later correction, as au- 
thors will receive only one set of proofs. Any 
changes in the text of the accepted manuscript 
are time-consuming and expensive. A charge 
will be made for changes introduced after the 
manuscript has been set in type. If absolutely 
necessary new results may be given at the end 
of the paper in a “Note added in proof’. The ap- 
proximate position of figures and tables must be 
marked in the margin of the manuscript. Figures, 
legends of figures and tables should be submit- 
ted on separate sheets. 

Papers must present scientific results which are 
essentially new and have not been submitted or 
published elsewhere. They should be written in 
plain, concise language without repetitions and, 
as a rule, should not exceed 25 pages of type- 
script. 


The main problem should be outlined briefly in 
the introduction, and detailed historical introduc- 
tions should be avoided. Continuity with earlier 
work on the subject should be established by ref- 
erence to recent papers or reviews, which need 
not themselves be summarized. Experimental 
methods must be clearly set out, but detailed de- 
scriptions of methods are of value only if they 
convey substantially new information. Papers 
should not be divided into several parts to make 
them appear shorter, but no more material 
should be included in one paper than can be 
treated in one coherent discussion. Normally a 
brief statement of each category of experimental 
result or each newly established fact is sufficient. 
The remaining material may be summarily men- 
tioned in the text, or, if necessary, given in tables, 
though too lengthy tables should definitely be- 
avoided. It can also be stated in a footnote 
where the full supporting evidence may be ob- 
tained. 


Methods, Acknowledgements, References, 
figure legends and tables will be set in small 
print. This is not done to save money -— it costs 
more to set up — but to improve presentation. 


Genus and species names and words to be 
emphasized should be underlined once (for 
italics). The common names of animals should 
not be capitalized. 


Footnotes should be kept to a minimum, placed 
at the foot of the page to which they apply, and 
numbered consecutively throughout the paper. 


Citations of the literature in the text should be 
given by author's surname with the year in 
parentheses; more than two authors thus, Carlin 
etal. (1987). 


The References at the end of the paper should 
list in alphabetical order by the first author's 
name all works referred to in the text, and only 
those. They must be cited as follows:

Tables must be numbered consecutively in 
Arabic numerals and should be kept to the 
minimum necessary. Each table should be typed 
on a separate sheet together with a clear de- 
scriptive legend. 


Illustrations must be kept restricted to the 
minimum needed to clarify the text. All figures, 
whether photographs, micrographs or dia- 
grams, should be numbered consecutively 
throughout in Arabic numerals and must be refer- 
red to in the text. They are to be submitted on 
separate sheets, each bearing the author's 
name and figure number. Where possible, fig- 
ures should be grouped, bearing in minc that the 
maximum display area for figures and legends is 
17X22 cm.

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The web of Panamanian Nephila 
clavipes provides food and a habi- 
tat for a large number of guests. 
The hummingbird Phaethornis 
longirostris visits briefly and takes 
small prey and silk. The theridiid 
Argyrodes elevatus is a permanent 
resident and a highly specialized 
thief that may share the host’s 
meal or steal entire prey packets. 
Its congeneric A. caudatus is less 
specialized and takes small insects 
from the capture area of the host’s 
web. Milichid flies may use the 
host’s cephalothorax as a platform 
to move onto its prey.
